Not Good Enough 


W/HEN THE dty of Victoria rather meekly ac- 
^ cepted the Uquor Control Board decision to 
close down Its city warehouse and to meet local de¬ 
mands from a central distribution centre in Vancou- 
ver. It was presumed that the service to the consumer 
would be unchanged. 

Unfortunately this does not appear to be the case. 
*rWs paper has received a number of complaints from 
readers that Ihe local ikjuor stores are no longer 
keeping their shelves adequately stocked. 

When certain lines are not available, it appears 
that almost without exet^tion the vendor explains that 
the new supply has been held up in Vancouver, or. at 
Irasl. has not arrived al its destination. 

It may well be that the local liquor store man¬ 
agers have not yet accUmatlied themselves to the 
change and think that they ran replenish their stocks 
as qukkly from Vancouver as they were able to do 
when the warehouse was In Victoria. 

If this is so It Is up to Ihe LCB lo see that this 
state of affairs is not allowed to continue. If it cannot 
be lectlfled. then the people of this dLstrict have a 
very valid complaint against Ihe removal of the local 
warehousing fadlitles. 

Indeed It could add but one more local criticism 
agaimt the high-handed attitude of the LCB generally, 
whkh Includes the LCB's continued failure to provide 
the municipality of Saanich with a liquor nutlet of 
Ita own. 

For the -18.000 odd people In Saanich a trip to the 
nearest grog shop involves a journey of an average 
four mlleii. There are rhokes between the two down- 
tnam stmea one little more than a stone-throw from 
the government's own office*—and one on the bor¬ 
der of Oak Bay and Victoria, and ncme of them con- 
verdent but to a few of the iautNernmn«i r sa td s nts of 
Saanich. 

With about one-ihlrd of Ihe total metropolitan 
population living In Saanich this failure by the IJTB to 
provide aerelce should not be tolerated.
